Clothespins aro made chiefly of 
beech and of maple, hut some are made 
of túpelo wood. They are made entirely 
by machinery, counted into boxes con­ 
taining 7 20 each by machinery, and the 
boxes are na iled up by ma chinery.

mig ht a lmost be said that blocks of 
wood fed to ma chines at one end como 
out boxed clothespins at the other. 
1 hey 
are ma de and sold wonderfully cheap. 
There are two g rades of clothespins, 
firsts and seconds. 
First g rade pins can 
bo boug ht for 35 cents a box, 
fl he pro 
duction of clothespins is enormous, m il­ 
lions of boxes a nnually. 
The consump­ 
tion in this country keeps pace with the 
g rowth of the population, and g reat 
numbers are exported.

Consequently the object of the na tives 
is to break up these packs by ca pturing 
their leaders.

When the pack comes, the fema les 
are too shy to venture out into the open 
space near the house, but the big gotha 
is a brave fellow. 
He sees the bananas 
on the ground, leaps down, taken up one, 
throws it a wa y in disgust, then another, 
with tbe same result. 
Suddenly he no­ 
tices the nice, tempting one in the hole, 
and plunges his arm in. 
Immedia tely 
the cord is pulled, the noose fastened 
on the arm close to the shoulder and the 
monkey dragged w illy n illy to the tree 
where tin 
pulley or ring is attached. 
Then the hiding shikari comes forth, 
and, circling round and round the tree 
with the cord held tight in his hand, 
binds the unfortuna te monkey saf* and 
fast, all but the head. 
The pulley <*r 
ring is introduced not merely to bind 
tin monkey to the tree, hut also beeau->- 
it would be highly da ngerous to drag 
the infuria ted brute right up to a per­ 
son. 
The monkey, however, is not killed, 
instea d they lather his head andfa<> , 
no special care being taken in select ing 
tin- finest soap or the purest water. The 
operation is an interesting one and a j 
source of great a m usement— to the by- I 
slanders.
